Farmers Trust Company, W alker to­ 
day filed suit against the Farmers 
Trust ('t)wpany of 
this 
city and 
< lno.de Walker, 
asking 
th at throe 
notes, each for $1,000, he cancelled. 
The legal 
entanglement 
between 
W alker and the Farmers Trust com­ 
pany have been many and this latest 
suit deals with three notes that W alk­ 
er executed to Claude W alker about 
March 1, 1914. 
According to the 
complaint, the notes were for $.1,000 
each and were to fall due in one, two 
and three years and hearing six per 
cent interest. 
The notes were p a y ­ 
able nt the Farmers Trust Company. 
It is alleged in the complaint that 
< laude W alker afterw ards endorsed 
the notes to the trust companv and 
that they are now* held there as col­ 
lateral. 
The 
complaint 
avers that 
previous to the tiling of the suit he 
had demanded the surrender of the 
notes, but the Trust company refuses 
to give them to him even for inspec­ 
tion. 
The complaint is in two p a ra ­ 
graphs, and in he first W alker asks 
that the defendant be required to de­ 
liver the notes to the plaintiff and 
that the trust company be enjoined 
and restrained from transferring or 
assigning the notes. 
In the second paragraph W alker 
tells of his settlement with Ins vari­ 
ous creditors at the rate of seventy 
cents oil the dollar after a receiver 
had been appointed by the court to 
lik e charge of his estate. 
Tie sets 
out that before the Farm ers Trust 
company would sign the agreement 
he was com}»elled to enter into a sep­ 
arate contract with them in which he 
paid the trust 
company 
$500 in 
cash and assigned seventeen shares 
of stock in the Rushviile Glove com­ 
pany, a t a market value of $2,000 
and was compelled and did turn over 
to the defendant 
trust 
company a 
certain chattel mortgage and notes 
secured by the mortgage to the value 
of $1,000. 
In the complaint, W alker 
states 
that this was all kept secret from the 
other creditors and was a fraud on 
the plaintiff and his other creditors. 
The contract entered between Walk­ 
er and the trust company in the set­ 
tlement is made a part of the com ­ 
plaint.

amination. No veterinary surgeon is 
accustomed to make such examina­ 
tion-. therefore the farmer should he 
privileged to treat hi- own hogs if 
he wishes to do so, Jinnett declared.

Financial Ghost Walks 


Intelligences 
from 
Washington 
say the federal financial 
ghost is 
walking and th at the p resident and 
his cabinet are beginning to show 
real concern about the condition of 
the gov ernment’s finances. 
In sp ite 
of 
the 
“ war-in-thc-tinic-of-p eace 
direct tax , the treasury continues to 
act ju st like the 
p rov erbial 
dog’s 
tail. 


Economy is the watchword. 
But 
w hat is my stify ing those in touch 
with the situation is that the p resi­ 
dent, in the fac t of the ex asp erating 
conditions, insists that the ship p ur­ 
chase bill be made a law, which in 
itself, would entail the ex p enditure 
of thirty millions of dollars. 


For the six ; months and 
twenty - 
six day s of the current fiscal y ear 
up to the dose of business the dis­ 
bursements of the gov ernment were 
$4411,069,505, an ex cess of $87,855,- 
282 ov er receip ts. 
Last y ear ex ­ 
p enditures for the same p eriod were 
$440,(114,234, hut the receip ts were 
more than $35,000,000 higher, leav ­ 
ing an ex cess of ex p enditures ov er 
receip ts of only $39,667,833. 
That 
only one of the general ap p rop ria­ 
tion hills has been p assed and signed 
by the President— the urgent defici­ 
ency bill— is regarded as fortunate. 


Congress, although it p assed the 
Underwood tariff hill which contri­ 
buted more than any other one cause 
to reduce the country 's rev enue, is 
not in tune with the adm inistration’s 
p lan to p rune. 
The p ostm aster gen­ 
eral recommended that 
the 
rural 
mail serv ice be p laced on a contract 
basis and th at the salaries of p ost­ 
m asters and their assistants he re­ 
duced. 
Congress objected to injur­ 
ing tlie mail serv ice, because it was 
m anifestly p oor economy , and not 
only refused to agree to these re­ 
commendations and v oted for a con­ 
tinuance of p resent conditions in the 
mail serv ice, but made 
additional 
ap p rop riations 
that 
increased the 
p ostal ex p enditures more than nine­ 
teen million dollars abov e the estim­ 
ates made by the p ostm aster gener­ 
al. 


The falling o ff o f 
rev enue 
has 
been causing concern for weeks and 
the idea that sooner or later it would 
be necessary to call a halt on 
the 
way congress has been p rop osing to 
sp end money has been the theme of 
many fiv e-minute sp eeches 
on tlu 
floor of the house. 
The house hip 
p assed the 
p ostoffiee, 
legislativ e, 
Indian, riv er ami harbor and army 
bills, but they are y et to be acted on 
by the senate. 
It would b<* p ossible 
to p rune any o f these, and there is 
talk of killing the riv er and harbor 
hill outright. 
There is also talk of 
cutting down the nav al p rogram and 
the “little n o w ” men will make a 
desp erate fight to that end. 
Chairman Fitzgerald frankly a d­ 
mitted that great difficulty would he 
ex p erienced 
in 
readjusting 
the 
money bills 
to fit amended estim­ 
ates, 
I le said it seemed altogether 
unlikely that any thing like the $40,- 
009,009 necessary to he sav ed in the 
annual budget could now b(* ex p ung­ 
ed. 
It is ex p ected that $54,000,000 will 
he receiv ed from the direct tax du r­ 
ing the fiscal y ear. 
To date customs 
receip ts hav e shown a loss of $56.- 
090,000, hut in recent 
weeks 
the 
losses hav e been less jironoimced. 
Substantially all o f the corp oration 
and income tax is p aid in June, and 
it is ex p ected that between $80,000.- 
000 and $90,000,000 will he receiv ed 
from tlii- source. 
ft 
W a s surd t<u] ay that one p lan 
that might 
be 
brought 
forward 
would he to lower flic income tax 
ex emp t ion below $5,000. 
This, how­ 
ev er. p robably will not he s e r io u s ­ 
ly considered, ex cep t as a last re­ 
sort.

exists, and there have been several 


outbreaks in G reat B rita in lately. 


U p to November, 1906, Am erican 


ports were ojien 
to 
Belgium 
and 


Holland, 
ln that 
month, however, 


^«mie sheep were taken into Belgium 


from France where the disease was 


quite prevalent and brought the }>es- 


tilenec with them. 
B y the end of 


the year every province in Belgium 


was affected, and Holland n>* well. 


Since that time both of these coun­ 


tries have been lighting the disease 


but have not yet succeeded in erad i­ 
cating it. 


In 
Ita ly, 
France, 
Sw itzerland, 


Germ any, and Russia, the 
plague 


has existed so long and has gained 


such a foothold that it is economi­ 


ca lly impossible to fight it with the 


Am erican methods o f slaughter and 


disinfection, fo r to do so would be 


to kill a large percentage of the live 


stock in these countries. 
In conse­ 


quence, the authorities appear to be 


m aking little or 110 progress in their 


campaign. 
The outbreak, 
fo r ex­ 


ample, which appeared in Germ any 


in 1888 increased steadily until 1892 


when it diminished gradu ally fo r a 


few years but again reached great 


proportions in 1899. 
Thereafter it 


continued to exist to a greater or 


less extent until in 1911 it attained 


a virulence unequalled 
before. 
In 


that ye a r 3.366,369 cattle, 1,692,927 


sheep, 2,5 5 5 ,371 hogs, and 63,674 


goats were affected. 
A t that 
time 


the 
total number of cattle, sheep, 


»wine, and goats in Germ any 
was 


only 5 1,319,900, while there were m 


the United »States, 
172,5 72,000, or

w ay and was too firm ly established 


in too m any portions o f the country 


for this method to succeed, and the 


slaughter o f the infected herds lmd 


to he abandoned. 
It now appears 


th at there is -no hope o f getting rid 


o f it until the virus has worn itself 


out. 
A t present it seems that as 


soon ns the anim al’s period o f a c ­ 


quired immunity is over and fa vo r­ 


able conditions present themselves, 


the contagion breaks out with re­ 


newed virulence so that the autho ri­ 


ties have p ractica lly abandoned all 


hope of controlling it by means of 


quarantines. 
One scientist 
indeed 


has asserted that unless all the in ­ 


fected farm s were absolutely isolat­ 


ed and the movement not only of live 


stoek hut of persons, absolutely pro­ 


hibited, the disease could not 
he 


stamped out. 
Such a quarantine i>,

The beginning of the consolidated 
delivery system will mark the pars­ 
ing of the delivery wagon in Ru>h- 
ville because practically every store 


in Rushville that h as deliveries To 
make has made a contract with the 


Benson Delivery company. 


The methods ol‘ the concern were 


announced today. 
All goods will he 
sent out on their routes from a cen­ 
tral station which will be 
located 
just hack of the Red Men’s building 
in First street. 
J. 
Clore is erect­ 


ing the building there on his ground 


and has leased it to th e Bens »n De­ 
livery company. 


Delivery will be made at eight and 
ten o’clock in the morning and at 
two and four in the afternoon with 
an additional delivery at 
night 
on 
Saturday, which will start at nine 
o’clock. 
All goods will be collected 
from the stores and taken 
to 
the 
central station where they will he 


routed. 
The new central station is to be a 
sanitary building, it is stated. 
The 
wagons will be backed into stalls 


opening on a central platform where 


deliveries will he sorted and then 
loaded into the respective wagons. 
It is urged by the Benson Delivery 
company 
that 
when 
housewives 


want for an eleven-o’clock dinner or

primary. 
He 
did 
not 
mention tlie Jones hill but the “ good 
points’* that K ern mentioned as nec­ 
essary to any satisfactory 
primary 
law are said to be contained in the 
Jones-Rinear bill. 


Kern’s letter follows: 
“ M y opinion of the direct prim­ 
ary is distinctly favorable. 
There 
are no vital defects in 
the 
direct 


primary system. 
Where the 
pri­ 
mary laws have been perfected by 
giving the elector the right to vote 
for first and 
second 
choice 
and 
where machinery provided is 
not 
cumbersome, the direct primary has 
been the means of making govern­ 


ment more responsible 
to 
popular 
needs. 


“ The direct prim ary has been the 
means of improving the character of 
men chosen to public office. 
“ The fact that nearly every state 


in the union has adopted 
primary 
system, that no serious effort has 
been made to get rid of it in any 
state, and that as the laws are im­ 
proved and the people educated in 


the use of such laws 
the 
system 


grows 
uotdTe 
and 
more 
popular, 
would seem to he very strong and 
convincing arguments in its favor. 


“ A primary law weak in const ruc­ 
tion, drafted in the spirit of dis­ 
trust of the people, 
full 
of 
loop 
holes, is muc h worse

none,

By Malady is Some Times 


Underestimated. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Because of 


the prevalence 
of 
foot-and-mouth 


disease in Europe and South Amer- 
ica, importations of live stock 
are 


now limited 
practically 
to 
ship- 


ments from Great Britain, Ireland, 
and the Channel Isle. 
Even 
with 


these countries trade has been in- 
t erupted several times in recent 
years, for the Government does not 
permit the importation of 
animals 


from countries where the 
disease 


exists, and there have been several 
outbreaks in Great Britain lately. 


Up to November, 100(i, American 


ports were open to 
Belgium 
and 


Holland. 
In that 
month, however, 


some sheep were taken into Belgium 
from France where the disease was 
quite prevalent and brought the pes- 
tilence with them. 
By the cud of 


the year every province in Belgium 
ivas affected, and Holland ns well. 
Since that time both of these coun- 
tries have been lighting the disease 
but have not yet succeeded in eradi- 
cating it. 


In 
Italy, 
France, 
Switzerland, 


Germany, and Russia, the 
plague 


has existed so long and has gained 
such a foothold that it is economi- 
cally impossible to fight it with the 
American methods of slaughter and 
disinfection, for to do so would be 
to kill a kirgx' percentage of the live 
stock in these countries. In conve- 
nience, the authorities appear to be 
making little or no progress in their 
:-ampaign. 
The outbreak, 
for ex- 


ample, which appeared in Germany 
in 1888 increased steadily until 1892 
when it diminished gradually for a 
few years but again reached great 
proportions in 18!)U. 
Thereafter it
